“Thousands of Americans and | 
French prisoners of war also were | 
whooping along back in every| 
kind of vehicle they could get to| 
run or pull. In some cases they | 
had escaped, but in most they had | 
just been turned loose by the Ger- | 
mans. 

“Then at 3 p. m. we got a mes-| 
Sage from Lt. Kotzebue that he. 
had contacted the Russians. He 
had kept pushing forward along 
roads full of refugees until! finally 
he met the Russians. It must 
have been the surprise of a life- 
time for them. 

Kotzebue landed in England 
with the division last November 
and won the Purple Heart and 
Bronze Star for bravery during 
the fighting through the Siegfried 
Line last Feb, 27 at Ramscheid,

Wounded Men Ahead. 

“The British told us they had 
seen some wounded Americans up 
the road at Torgau. 

“We went on east to Torgau and 
found these Americans who had 
been held by the Germans to be 
shot, because they were accused 
of espionage. They had been in 
Bavaria quite a while. We got 
some German guns for them and 
they guarded German prisoners 
who had thrown down their arms. 

“We could hear small arms fire 
very close and they told us the 
Russians were just across the 
river. 

“We left our jeep and went down 
on foot toward the river. We rigged 
up a big white flag’ so they 
wouldn't shoot at us. 

“We didn’t know what the Rus- 
sian uniform looked like and I 
wasn't sure the Russians would 
recognize our uniform.

“Near the Elbe, was a very 
large castle with a high tower. 

“We broke into a drugstore and 
got some paint.

“They were yelling at me from 
across the river and fired two 
flares but I didn’t have any 
flares to fire back. 

“I left the flag flying and went 
down and found a Russian who 
had been a prisoner of the Ger- 
mans. He shouted at the Rus- 
sians to stop firing and I saw 
one Russian start across’ the 
bridge which was partly blown.” 

Met on Girder. 
Staub went ahead of Robertson 
and swung himself over the girder 
of the bridge by his hands to 
reach the east bank. Robertson 
crawled along the girder and met 
the Russian. 

“Those Russians brought out 
wine,” Robertson said. “I asked 
if they had any vodka, but. they 
said no. They opened sardines 
and chocolate and biscuits and 
insisted that everybody have a 
drink to celebrate. 

“T traded watches with the 
captain and I don’t know whether 
I got the best of the deal or not,” 

Lt. Alexander Sylvachko com- 
mended the platoon which met 
Robertson and his men. 

“We were overjoyed to meet the 
Americans,” Sylvachko said. “We 
were so glad and astonished we 
didn’t know what to do. We didn't 
know whether to ride to the west 
bank and drink vodka or to at- 
tack the Germans. We have been 
pleased with the reception and 
will keep good memories of this 
meeting.” 

The whole day was almost too 
fantastic to believe from the time 
a column set out in the morning 
to meet the Russians until dusk 
settled ovér the Elbe. 

The road from the Mulde River 


| to the Elbe was a vivid picture of 


defeated Gérmany etched in pain, 
misery and fear. Never before 
have American troops looked on 
scenes which showed so clearly 
Germany’s defeat, 

Some of Scenes. 

These are some of the things 
we saw as the column moved to- 
ward the Elbe and the Russians. 

On the east bank of the Mulde, 
thousands of civilians were gath- 
ered, hoping that perhaps the 
Americans would let them into 
their lines before the arrival of 
the Russians. They had stacked 
their belongings into little carts 
which seemed as though they 
would crumble under the weight. 
Bedding, food, clothing, pots, pans 
and huge bundles burdened the 
carts hauled along the highway. 

There were incongruous lines of 
wagons with their tops covered 
by rich Oriental rugs and wagons 
pulled by tractors or automobiles. 

Mothers hauled their children 


rode in resignation, staring at 
passing American vehicles. 

Women stumbled along with 
huge bundles on their backs in 
the choking dust, just as the 
frightened people of Belgium and 
France fled before the Germans 
five years ago. Fatigue and fear 
lined their faces. 

At one point a bridge was being 
repaired and hundreds stood in 
the fields beside the road waiting 
for a chance to start moving 
again. There were old and young, 
ill and crippled, with personal be- 
longings hurriedly packed as the 
Russians drew near. 

Debris Litters Roads. 

The roadside was littered with 
the debris of this army of misery 
—scattered clothing and trash and 
boxes and household goods. The 
burden was too great for many, 
80 they tossed aside the excess 
weight. 

One of the strangest sights con- 
sisted of columns of German sol- 
diers marching along the road to 
the west without anyone to guard 
them. Some still were carrying 
their arms, but they made no pre- 
tense of resistance. They were 
marching voluntarily into captiv- 
ity. 

Here on the road was a picture 
of things to come, with the Ger- 
man army in complete disintegra- 
tion. These men had had enough 
and they were quitting the fight. 
I saw one walking along with two

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his belt. Many men still carried 
their side arms. 


It was not unusual to see lib- 
erated British prisoners of war 
walking in long columns alongside 
of German soldiers and Hitler 
Youth whose Nazi indoctrination 
melted in their fear of the Rus- 
slans. 


“Where do you think they are 
going?” asked Lt. William Gist, 
North Platte, Neb. “There isn’t 
enough room for all these people 
in our lines.” 


And so it seemed. Orders were 
issued that no Germans were to 
pass through American lines. 
Those in the path of the Russian 
advance had to stay there. 


Russians Rush Out. 


As our column rolled into Tor- 
gau’s market square, Russians 
emerged from the buildings and 
there was a concerted rush to 
greet the Red troops. 


These tough, stocky, smiling 
men of Stalingrad were ecstatic. 
They ceremonidusly saluted and 
shook hands with everyone they 
met with genuine pleasure. They 
would grasp your hand in a crush- 
ing clasp until you wondered how 
many handshakes you could stand. 


Almost every man had a Rus- 
sian tommygun across a shoulder. 
Some carried revolvers in their 
black, high-topped boots and their 
belts held grenades and knives. 
Most of them had medals for valor 
on their breasts. 


The crowd in the courtyard 
froze with surprise once when a 
Russian soldier, enthusiastically 
showing a doughboy his tommy 
gun, opened fire without warning 
against a building across the way.

The Sixty-ninth captured Weis- 
senfels April 13. With the Elev- 
enth Armored Division, it ad- 
vanced on Leipzig, took Leuna on 
April 15, captured Leipzig four 
days later and reached the Mulde 
River east of Leipzig on April 22. 
Three days later, division patrols 
made the first contact with the 
Russians. : 

The division, made up of sol- 
diers drawn into the Army 
through selective service, was or- 
ganized at Camp Shelby, Miss., 
May 15, 1943, and received its 
training there. There was no Six- 
ty-ninth Division in World War I, 
but there was a New York regi- 
ment known as “the Fighting 
Sixty-ninth.” 

Reinhardt, 56-year-old native of 
Bay City, Mich. is a _ regular 
Army man and a_e graduate of 
West Point. In World War I 
he served at various posts in this 
country and in 1919 °was sent to 
Mayen, Germany, staying there 
until March, 1922, when he was 
transferred to Coblenz.

The United States First Army 
patrol, disarming entire columns 
of Germans marching toward the 
American lines, pressed on to a 
town where they found the bodies 
of two Russian Cossacks who had 


been killed in a small-scale patrol 


action only a few hours before. 
The liberated Allied prisoners 

of war were so numerous that 

the small patrol told them to stay 


where they were while plans were 


made to bring them out. 

“I can’t even estimate how 
many were in other camps,” 
said Maj. Fred Craig, Friendship, 
Tenn., on his return from a pa- 
trol beyond the Mulde toward the 
Russian lines along the Elbe. 

“But everywhere we went pris- 
oners went wild with joy to see 
us.” 

Because of a news blackout on 
the positions of American and 
Russian lines converging in the 
narrow corridor between’ the 
Mulde and Elbe rivers, it was im- 
possible to give the exact location 
of the camps. 

Thousands of French. 

“In one camp,” said Craig, “we 
found 20,112 prisoners, and among 
them were 267 Americans. This 
camp was built by the Germans 
in 1941 for French prisoners and 
there still are thousands of them 
there. 

“American boys told me they 
had been shuttled from place to 
place to keep them from falling 
into our hands as we advanced, 
and that this was the fifth camp 
they had been in. 

“Their guards pulled out four 
nights before, leaving them to 
shift. for themselves. 

“We also overran a camp which 
Allied prisoners themselves said 
contained 30,000 men, of whom 
about 6000 were Americans. We 
didn’t have time to count them. 

“In this camp there were some 
3000 ambulance cases, most of 
them suffering from malnutrition. 

“In another German hospital we 
found 7000 wounded—half of whom 
were Germans suffering from re- 
cent bullet wounds,” Craig con- 
tinued. “There were only five 
Americans here. One was a lhieu- 


tenant of the Second Infantry Di- 
vision captured only three nights 


ago. 

“In an adjoining town we came 
across a luftwaffe hospital with 
3000 German patients.” 

Fair Treatment in Hospitals. 

Craig said that in all cases the 
American hospital patients told 
the same story—of harsh treat- 
ment on the roads or in prison, 
but of efficient and not unkindly 
care once they were placed in hos- 
pitals. 

“We found that almost all doc- 
tors and nurses in German hos- 
pitals were carrying weapons and 
we disarmed all we ran across,” 
he said. The German medical 
personnel said they were afraid 


the advancing Soviet troops would 
|/massacre them and the Nazi pa- 
| tients. 


“German guards had run off 


‘from all prison camps or turned 
themselves over to the prisoners,” 


he said. “We found an American 

major, a prisoner, had taken over 

one camp and was running it. 
“As we were on another mis- 


sion, there wasn’t much we could 
'do on the spot. 


We told them to 
sit tight for the next 48 to 72 


‘hours while plans were formu- 
/lated to remove them. 


“I never saw more happy men 
in my life. They did everything 


‘but kiss us—and one colonel who 
'had been a prisoner since the 
| North African campaign even did 


that. On both cheeks, too.” 
Among released war prisoners 
British, French, Russians 


expressed belief

tthat when the Mulde-Elbe corri- 
dor finally had been cleaned up 
scores of thousands of war pris- 
oners would be freed. 

The Germans, caught in the 
Allied east-west squeeze, no 
longer have any place to take 
them. 

There were only 31 men in 
Craig’s patrol and they rode in 
open jeeps, armed with nothing 
heavier than machine-guns. 

“We learned from one burgo- 
master,” said Craig, “that the 
Volkessturm was dissolved in our 
area yesterday by order of the 
German commander and_ those 
home guard troops were told to 
change into civilian clothing as 
soon as they could and try to 
hide from the Russians. 

“The order went out when the 
Germans learned the Russians 
were crossing the Elbe.” 

Several Towns Taken by Phone. 

Craig took several towns. by 
telephone, the favorite technique 
now with Gen, Courtney H. 
Hodges’ divisions. 

“We just phoned to the Bur- 
gomaster in the town ahead tell- 
ing him we were coming through 
and that if we met any resistance 
we'd destroy the town with artil- 
lery fire,” he said, “and we didn’t 
have a bit of trouble. 

“We met hundreds of German 
troops marching back toward our 
lines in perfect columns. They 
were fully armed. We halted them 
and broke their rifles and took 
their pistols—but we couldn’t col- 
lect all their weapons so we just 
waived a lot of them on back to- 
ward the Mulde. 

“And when our patrol finally 
did halt it wasn’t because of any 
resistance we met.” 

Craig said that they arrived in 
one town just as four German 
trucks loaded with 60 men were 
pulling out the other end. 

“All the garrison couldn't get 
away and we captured 12 prison- 
ers in the town. We also found 
the freshly-killed corpses of two 
Cossacks from a small Soviet pa- 
trol which the Nazis told us they 
had fought in the town only a 
few hours before.” 


U. S. OFFICER TELLS 
OF MISTREATMENT

GUAM, April 27 (AP).—Closely 
supported by relentless warship 
shelling, American Ninety-sixth 
Division infantrymen were today 


hammering a wedge deeper into 
tough Japanese secondary posi- 
tions on southern Okinawa. 

A dominating 400-foot height in 
the center of the line was cap- 
tured yesterday after the Japanese 
made a general withdrawal under 
heavy shelling. Resistance was 
surprisingly light. 

On the east coast, meanwhile, 
the Seventh Division sent patrols 
to the northern approaches of the 
Yonabaru airstrip. On the west 
coast the Twenty-seventh Division, 
moving toward the Machinato air- 
strip, was reducing a _ pocket 
around Gukuma village. 

Naha Visible From Hill. 

The, elevation captured by the 
Ninety-sixth Division, commanded 
by Maj. Gen. James L. Bradley of 
Rolla, Mo., furnished the Yanks 
with an excellent observation site. 
From it could be seen a large 
part of the island in Japanese 
hands, including part of Naha, a 
city of 66,000 population. Capture 
of the hill will aid direction of 
artillery fire, which heretofore has 
relied on airplane spotting. 

Naha is about three and three- 
tenths miles southwest of the 
Ninety-sixth Division wedge. The 
Twenty-seventh Division, on the 
west coast, is about 1000 yards 
closer. 

Capt. Lauren Soth of Ames, Ia., 
Tenth Army public relations offi- 
cer, climbed the captured eleva- 
tion and reported: 

“There’s a lot of rough country 
ahead but it was good to get up 
there and look back at the tough 
terrain we have taken. I could

Let 
us. do it with courage, modesty 
and dispatch. Let us do it now.” 

Earlier, Eden said the Dumbar- 
ton Oaks proposals of the United 
States, Britain, Russia and China 
were admittedly a compromise. 
They did not constitute an at- 
tempt by the four powers to dic- 
tate the form of the future world 
organization to the rest of the 
world. Nor was it intended that 
the proposals should stand un- 
changed to the end of time. 

“Security,” he said, “must be the 
product of time and of constant 
effort, of learning to work tdégeth- 
er, of practicing and upholding 
accepted standards of internation- 
al conduct.” 

The important thing now, Eden 
continued, was to make a start. 
He warned the conference not to 
uttempt too much, not to try to 
preduce a complete and perfect 
scheme for the future ordering of 
the world, but to “set ourselves a 
goal more within the compass of 
the immediate possibilities.” 

“The details,” he said, “can. then 
be left to be filled in in the light 
of experience. I know that this is 
an Anglo-Saxon conception, which 
may possibly be challenged . by 
others. But I am convinced that 
it is right, and I would claim that 
its merit is capable of proof by 
reference to historical facts.” 

Molotoy Gives Pledge. 

The blunt address by Foreign 
Commissar Molotov was in the 
same vein. At a hastily sum- 
moned press conference an hour 
earlier, Molotov, answering a bom- 
bardment of questions from a 
group of 400 reporters, had de- 
clared that the Polish question 
had no place in the present con- 
ference and predicted that it 
would be settled in consonance 
with the Yalta Agreements. 

He made no mention of the 
Polish problem in his address to 
the conference, 

The Soviet Government, said 
Molotov, attached great impor- 
tance to the conference, The end 
of the war had drawn near, at 
least in Europe, and the time had 
come to plan for the postwar 
period. He spoke with a vigor 
similar to Eden’s. 

“The conference,” he said, “is 
called upon to lay the foundations 
of the future security of nations. 
Anybody knows that the League 
of Nations in no way coped with 
this problem. It betrayed the 
hopes of those who believed in it. 

“If the sad lessons of the League 
of Nations have to be mentioned 
now, it is only in order that past 
errors may be avoided.” 

Molotov pledged the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to full co-operation with 
“all the other governments genu- 


inely devoted to this great cause” 


| of establishing a strong world se- 
curity organization, and expressed 
confidence that “this historic aim 
will be achieved by the joint ef- 
forts of peace-loving nations in 
spite of &ll the obstacles in the 
way of its achievement.” 

“IT should like to assure the con- 
ference at this time,” he said, 
“that in our country the whole 
people are brought up in the spirit 
of faith in and devotion to the 
cause of setting up a solid organi- 
zation of international security. I 
should like also to assure the con- 
ference that the Soviet people will 
readily listen to the voice, wishes 
,;and suggestions of all the sincere 
| friends of this great cause among 
_the nations of the world.” 

He spoke 
address was translated into Eng- 
lish and French . 


To Benefit All, Stettinius Says. 


Stettinius, whose address came 
first, declared that a better begin- 
ning had been made toward world 
peace and security than nations 
had ever made before. It was a 
wise decision, he said, to limit the 
work of the conference to the 
writing of a charter for a world 
security organization, because this 
was “a task wholly separate from 
the punishment of the interna- 
tional gangsters who started this 
war.’ 


“In the preparations for this 
conference,” Stettinius said, “we 
have sought from the beginning to 
build with’ vision and with justice, 
but to build always upon the 
realities and upon hard-won ex- 
perience. 

“To build upon a millenial ideal- 
ism, however fine in theory, would 
be to build upon quicksand. To 
build only on the collaboration and 
interests of the major nations

Soviet Correspondent Vsevolod Iva- 
nov quoted a Red Army officer 
from Stalingrad as saying: 

“You can’t recognize Berlin. Not 
that I was here before, but if this 
is the center there should be some 
buildings.” 

At Moabit the Russians were in 
the area of the biggest prison in 
Berlin. The district adjoins the 
Tiergarten on the northwest and 
Nazi reports indicated that fight- 
ing already was swirling over that 
great park.

night gains were scored by the 
north-south nutcracker in the city, 
the Germans reported terrific 
pressure also was being exerted by 
the Russians in the southwest, 
notably at Gruenwalde.

Soviet dispatcnes said Russian 
troops were pouring down the 
main thoroughfares leading to the 
Wilhelmstrasse and the Tiergar- 
ten. The Reds were along Wiener 
strasse, Reichenberger strasse and 
Kottbusser strasse. The column on 
Wiener strasse was reported to 
have fought its way through the 
Heinrich platz and to be engaged 
in bitter fighting near the Moritz 
platz and St. Michael’s church. 


Artillery laid down heavy fire 
on the area around the War Min- 
istry and the Reichstag. Big mor- 
tars were in use on a large scale 
and rocket-firing Katushas af- 
tacked in forward streets, Bitter 
fighting raged around a ring of 
buildings and apartment houses 
near the Reichstag and old Alex- 
ander platz. 


A Russian commander asked 
why Soviet forces penetrated 
forward without cleaning all the 
blocks, said: 


“It is a difficult situation. It is 
not difficult to blow up those up- 
per floors, but I have information 
that the Germans are holding 
hostages there, Ukrainians and 
White Russians, , Another thing, 
there are all softs of German 
arms bearers in these houses, po- 
licemen, firemen and school teach- 
ers. They don’t know how to 
fight and often when the front 
line’ has passed them by they put 
up a white flag.” 

Reds Spurred by Hatred. 

The Russians battering through 
litter-strewn streets were 
spurred by a hatred for everything 
Nazi and a thirst for personal re- 
venge. 

“We recalled July, 1941, when 
the Germans were bombing the 
theaters and hospitals of Moscow,” 
said a front dispatch, “Here it is 
—retribution!” 

A Pravda eye-witness account 
said hundreds of house-to-house 
battles raged in the eastern sector, 
where Soviet storm troops at- 
tacked each house as if it were a 
fortress. 


“White flags hang from many 
Berlin windows, but shots come 
from them too,” the account said. 
“Artillery, tanks and _£ self-pro- 
pelled guns are firing point blank 
at attics where’there are snipers. 
Going along streets our men are 
hurling bottles of inflamable 
liquid grenades into cellars from 
whence hte Germans are shoot- 
ing.” 

The Reds reported the city was 
a mass of ruins from the British- 
American bombings. 

Four more districts were over- 
run yesterday by the Russians, 
giving them control of 277 of 
Greater Berlin’s 431 square miles. 

Besides Siemenstadt, Zhukov’'s 
troops took Gartenfeld, another 
northwestern industrial section. 
The western suburbs of Potsdam 
and Spandau were threatened 
with isolation. The Goerlitzer rail- 
way station in the southeastern 
part of the capital also fell to 
Zhukov's men

More than 30,000 were 
captured by three Allied armies 
yesterday. The Third Army took 
14,300, the Seventh Army 11,335 
and the British 5000.

Patch Gains 18 Miles. 


The American Seventh Army 
closed to within 35 miles of 
Munich from the northwest.

Gen, Alexander Patch’s§ troops 
made an 18-mile breakthrough and 
moved within six miles of Augs- 
burg. His Tenth Armored and 
Forty-fourth Infantry Division 
captured Memmingen, 34 miles 
from the Austrian frontier and 
liberated 4000 Allied prisoners. 
Civilians who said they repre- 
sented the city officials and in- 
dustrialists of Augsburg (185,704) 
came out of the city under a flag 
of truce, offering to surrender it 
to the Seventh Army, six miles 
away. They asserted they would 
take care of any fanatics who 
stood in the way. The Fourth Di- 
vision commander ordered them 
back to the city to fly the white, 
flag, destroy all mines and road 
blocks and release all prisoners.

Molotov Address: 


‘Russia a Firm 


Champion of Security Setup, Will 
Do Whatever May Depend on It 


Organization Must Be Able to Use Force at 
Once Against Aggressors, He Says—Par- 
ley’s Success Depends ‘on Other Countries 
Rallying to United Nations’ Leaders.’ 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 27 (AP). 
OLLOWING is the English translation of the address delivered

by the Russian delegation. 

On instruction of the govern- 
ment of the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics I should like at 
the very beginning of my speech 
that I am making on behalf of the 
Soviet delegation at this historic 
conference to express my deep 
gratitude to the government of 
the United States of America and 
to Secretary of State Mr. Stet- 
tinius personally for the immense 
amount of work of preparation 
carried out by them prior to this 
conference and also for the excel- 
lent organizations of the confer- 
ence of the United Nations. At 
the same time I should like to 
seize this opportunity to express 
on behalf of the Soviet delegation 
my most sincere gratitude to Mr. 
Lapham, Mayor of San Francisco, 
for the cordial hospitality extend- 
ed to my delegation at San Fran- 
cisco. 

The Soviet Government at- 
taches a great importance to the 
international conference in San 
Francisco. The end of the war 
has drawn near at least in Europe. 
The rout of Hitler Germany, the 
principal aggressor in this war, 
has become a fact. The time has 
arrived to take care of the post- 
war period, of the future. 

This conference is called upon 
to consider the question of set- 
ting up an organization to protect 
the general peace and security of 
nations after the war. From this 
it can be seen how great is the 
responsibility resting upon this 
conference. 


” Tribute to Roosevelt. : 

Today as well as on many #ther 
occasions we must remember the 
great name of President Franklin 
Roosevelt. His services in the 
struggle for the achievement of a 
lasting peace and in the prepara- 
tion of this historic conference 
: have met with a wide recognition 
among all the peace-loving nations. 

The second World War by far 
exceeded the first World War in 
the magnitude of military opera- 
tions and the size of the armies 
involved and in lives lost and in 
the unusually severe consequences 
for the life of many peoples. Hit- 
ler Germany, which started this 
war, did not shrink from any 
crimes in trying to impose her 
domination on Europe and to pave 
the way to the world domination 
of German imperialism. Mass 
murders of children, women and 
old men, the extermination of na- 
tions in their entirety, the whole- 
gale destruction of peaceful citi- 
zens who were not to the liking of 
Fascists, the barbaric destruction 
of culture and of recalcitrant men, 
prominent in culture and the de- 
struction of many thousands of 
towns and villages, the dislocation 
of economic life of nations and in- 
calculable losses—all this cannot 
be forgotten. 

In the past German Fascism not 
only openly prepared its armies 
and armaments for a piratic at- 
tack on peaceful countries, but 
Hitlerism cynically adjusted the 
‘ ideology of many millions of peo- 
ple in its country to the purposes

Russian Warnings Ignored. 
Long before the direct attack 
on its neighbors, Hitlerism openly 
prepared a criminal war which it 
started at a moment of its own 
choosing. As is well known, Hitler- 
ism found unscrupulous hench- 
men and sanguinary accomplices. 
It is also well known that when 
German Fascism, which has made 
an easy tour of all Europe, invad- 
ed the Soviet Union it faced an 
unflinching adversary. 


The country of Soviets, which 
has saved the European civiliza- 
tion in bloody battles with Ger- 
man Fascism, with good reason 
reminds now the governments of 
their responsibility for the fu- 
ture of peace-loving nations 
after the termination of this war. 
This is all the more necessary to 
do because before this war the 
warning voice of the Soviet Re- 
public was not heard with due 
attention. 


This is no time to explain at’ 
length why this happened. It can- 
not be proved that there was no 
desire to prevent the war. It has 
been fully proved, however, that 
the governments which claimed 
once the leading part in Europe 
manifested their inability if not 
their reluctance to prevent the 
war with the consequences of 
which it will not be so easy to 
cope. 


Sound Basis Laid. 


The work which was carried out 
at Dumbarton Oaks last year, and 
which is well known to all! of us, 
is an important contribution to 
this cause.

In the second place they do 
not constitute an attempt by 
the four powers to dictate to 
the rest of the world what form 
the future world organization 
should take. 


They are the suggestions which 
we unitedly present to you, for 
your consideration. 

Nor are they intended to stand 
unchanged until the end of time. 


For our own part His Majesty’s 
Government in the United King- 
dom are prepared to accept and 
to indorse them and to do their 
best to give them life because we 
|believe that they can form a basis 
for a future world organization 
which will help to provide that 
security which is today mankind’s 
greatest need, 

Security is not itself a final end. 

But it is indispensable if we are 
to make true freedom possible. 

Not otherwise can we hope to 
realize a world in which justice 
for nations as well as for indi- 
viduals can prevail, 

But this security cannot be cre- 
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ated in a day nor by any docu- 
ment however admirable. 

It must be the product of time 
and of constant effort, of learning 
to work together, of practicing 
and upholding accepted standards 
of international conduct. 

The important thing is to begin 
now. 

Here let me sound a warning 
note and make a suggestion. 

Let us not attempt too much. 
We cannot hope here to produce 
a complete scheme perfect in all 
its elaborate details for future 
ordering of the world. 


I am persuaded that we 
should be wise to set ourselves 
a goal more within the compass 
of our immediate possibilities. 

We shall have taken the in- 
dispensable first step if we can 
now draw up a charter within 
the framework of our principles. 

The details can then be left to 

be filled in in the light of ex- 
perience, 
I know that this is an Anglo- 
Saxon conception, which may pos- 
sibly be challenged by others, but 
I am convinced that in this par- 
ticular case it is right, and I would

Duty of Great Powers. 

Now let me turn briefly to the 
proposals themselves which we are 
met to discuss. They impose ob-

1. In requesting three Russian 
votes in the proposed assembly 
of nations “we ask for a mini- 
mum.”

2. Russia will not oppose 
amendments to the Dumbarton 
Oaks plan of world security or- 
ganization—‘if it had. not been 
intended to make any amend- 
ments, there would be no use 
convening this conference.”

Three years,ago the forces of 
tyranny and aggression seemed 
on the very point of conquering 
the world. Today, on every front, 
they are face to face with defeat 
—utter and complete defeat, 


It hag taken years of toil and 
sacrifice to bring us to this mo- 
ment. But the doom of the 
aggressor nations was _ sealed 
long ago. It was sealed in Wash- 
ington on Jan. 1, 1942, when the 
United Nations declaration was 
signed. 

Our enemies could conquer only 
by keeping us divided. Instead we 
confronted them with a free and 
voluntary association of nations 
united in purpose and without 
equal in human and material re- 
sources. This unity neither force 
nor subterfuge has broken. 
Against the common will and the 
common strength of the United 
Nations, our enemies have hurled 
their propaganda and their armed 
might in vain.

Because of our common under 
standing that economic security 
goes hand in hand with security 
from war, United Nations confer- 
ences were held in Atlantic City, 
Hot Springs, and Bretton Woods 
on co-operative measures for re 
lief, to meet common problems in 
food and agriculture and to pve 
pare the financial basis for ecoa- 
nomic reconstruction and an ex- 
panding world economy in the 
postwar world. 

At Mexico City the inter-Amert- 
can conference on problems of 
war and peace strengthened the 
ties between the republics of the 
Western Hemisphere and pre 
pared the way for a close integra- 
tion of the inter-American system 
with the world organization. 

Yes, the United Nations have 
long been at work together on 
many preparations required in 
building the structure of lasting 
peace. 

Here at San Francisco we have 
come to the decisive point in these 
preparations.

In any plant there are some who are 
tdie at times due to laziness, and there 
are those who, due to the nature of our 
modern production methods, will be idle 
at times because of the very nature of 
mass production and machines. Changes 
must be made from time to time which 
necessitate revision in tooling, produc- 
tion flow, etc. During these periods, the 
men engaged in these particular parts 
of the line must be held in readiness to 
resume their places when the equipment 
is ready. Machines are not infallible; 
they must be reset and adjusted. 

When one considers the enormous job 
well done by our plants, we are awe- 
struck at the quantity of war mate- 
rials turned out. The amounts have ex- 
ceeded our fondest. hopes. It is breath- 
taking when the Pigures are seen. 

In setting up this vast defense plant 
system, it would have been impossible 
to avoid all mistakes. In most instances, 
it is possible to give criticisms to su- 
periors. Or if the employe is a bit 
timid, he can always report to the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, knowing 
that it will be kept as a confidence. How 
can these abuses be corrected if dis- 
gruntied ex-employes of defense plants 
just condemn war plants as a whole? 

Let them remember that in our de- 
mocracy it takes constructive effort by 
all. It is their duty to do something 
about conditions they don’t like, not just 
write about them.

The opinions expressed against MVA during 
the last week, in the Senate Commerce Subcom- 
mittee hearings, have been emphatic and un- 
equivocal. However, people who are not accus- 
tomed to accepting an opinion simply because it 
is voiced loudly and with an air of authority will 
want f know what facts there are to give these 
opinions value. In short, What is the evidence? 

Mayor Gage of Kansas City, for instance, ex- 
pressed some very broad opinions. He said MVA 
would be able virtually to dominate the eco- 
nomic life of the Missouri Valley, and might at- 
tempt to exercise all the powers of Congress. 

Now, what are the facts upon which Mayor 
Gage relies to support these opinions? Just what 
powers of MVA would enable it to dominate just 
what items in the economic life of the valley? 
If MVA usurped the powers of Congress, just 
how, in Mayor Gage’s opinion, would it go about, 
for instance, appropriating funds? He didn’t say; 
he expressed his opinions and asked the public 
to accept them on faith, without any facts. 

Lt. Gen. Eugene Reybold, chief of United 
States Army Engineers, said MVA would elimi- 
nate the effective co-ordination of navigation 
and flood control works with similar works 
throughout the nation. 

Why does Gen. Reybold think co-ordination 
would be eliminated? Does he describe as “co- 
ordination” what the Army Engineers and the 
Reclamation Bureau have achieved: the agree- 
ment of each to allow projects which it deems 
wasteful of public funds to be built by the other: 
the “agreement” that ducks the major cause of 
disagreement, the nine-foot navigation channel? 

Gen. Reybold, like Mayor Gage, merely pre- 
sented his opinions and asked the public to ac- 
cept them—without any weight of evidence. 

The same abundance of opinions and paucity 
of facts has characterized the whole anti-MVA 
case at the hearings. Ofcourse, the antagonistic 
opinions of the contractif® companies do have 
a certain variety of facts behind them—obvious 
facts of self-interest. The same goes for the 
undercover opposition of power interests. 

But for the supposedly expert witnesses who 
proclaimed opinions, plenty of facts have been 
easily available—and the most pragmatic kind, 
showing how a thing will work by showing how 
it already has worked. 

TVA has not dominated the economic life of 
the Tennessee Valley, and it has not attempted 
to exercise the powers of Congress. Mayor Gage 
would be laughed out of the Tennessee Valley 
if he attempted to maintain that TVA has domi- 
nated it. The members of Congress, if their 
sense of the ridiculous is unimpaired, would join 
in the laughter if he pretended that TVA has 
attempted to exercise the powers of Congress. 

TVA has not eliminated co-ordination of navi- 
gation and flood control works on the Tennessee 
River with similar works throughout the nation.

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A Violation of Academic Freedom 

A shameful violation of academic freedom, one 
of the cornerstones of democracy, has aroused 
the parents of suburban Normandy’s school 
children. They demand to know whether two 
Normandy High School teachers were actually 
discharged for having joined the AFL Normandy 
Federation of Teachers. And if so, they are 
asking, What is the objection to exercising the 
democratic right of joining a labor union? 

Superintendent Fred B. Miller argues that 
unions for teachers are silly. But they are not 
silly enough for him to ignore them. Teachers 
and parents at the hearing the other night re- 
peatedly stated that Mr. Miller had intimidated 
union members, demoted others and discharged 
two men, Charles H. Koerner and Leon L. Frost, 
although there is no valid dissatisfaction with 
their work. 

The fear of teachers to saiihe out openly at 
the meeting indicates the price of expressing 
one’s own thoughts in Normandy. As one teach- 
er said: “We’re afraid to talk, and I’m just as 
scared as the rest.” 

In the classrooms, Normandy teachers prize the

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The Conference Leaders Speak 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 27. 

A refreshing and unexpected frankness char- 
acterized the first plenary session of the United 
Nations Conference, breaking through the at- 
mosphere of conventional generalities that usual- 
ly stiffen such occasions. 

The Russian Foreign Commissar, Mr. Molotov, 
who has been prodded by the press for his mys- 
terious manner, took on all’ comers at a press 
conference preceding the plenary session. His 
forceful, confident speech at the session wasted 
no words in reminding the assemblage of the 
Soviet Union’s exclusion from big-power plan- 
ning in the period between wars, and in criticis- 
ing the failures of the League of Nations. 

With equal firmness, Molotov hammered home 
the unity theme of the conference, as if giving 
personal answer to those who are warning of a 
lone Russian hand dealing a stacked deck. He 
seemed to be saying: In spite of old differences, 
and even because of them, we intend that the 
wartime coalition shall carry over with perma- 
nence and harmony into the building of peace. 

It was Mr. Eden whose address contributed 
most of that same unity which Molotov under- 
lined. The Dumbarton Oaks proposals, he said, 
“do not constitute an attempt by the four pow- 
ers to dictate to the rest of the world what form 
the future world organization should take, nor 
are they intended to stand unchanged until the 
end of time.” 

Eden further asked, as did Stettinius, for all 
possible dispatch to the business of the confer- 
ence, lest the end of organized resistance in Eu- 
rope inject new problems which are not proper- 
ly the business of a constitutional convention. 
Whether or not his address was a direct appeal 
for leadership of the smaller nations, it must have 
given them fresh confidence in the Big Three. 

Four Foreign Ministers played official host 
yesterday, not just to delegations from many 
lands, but to the hopes of the world. Messrs. 
Stettinius, Sgong, Molotov and Eden charged the 
conference batteries with purpose and good will. 
Now, let’s start the motor. 
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Where Mr. Byrnes Fits In 


There is some irresponsible chatter that James 
F. Byrnes hurried back to Washington after Mr. 
Roosevelt's death in order to get in on the 
ground floor of the new administration. The 
fact is that Mr. Truman greatly admires Byrnes, 
strongly relies upon the judgment of the former 
Senator, Supreme Court Justice and War Mobili- 
zation Director, and leans upon him for aid. 

Byrnes was tired of the heavy tasks imposed 
upon him in the last couple of years and really 
wanted te quit. Now he faces even sterner tasks 
and responsibilities than those he shouldered be- 
fore. He may soon become Truman’s Secretary 
of State. The reasoning behind this is only part- 
ly that Byrnes’ vast experience in governmental 
affairs would fit him for the post. 

It has a far more momentous meaning. Under 
the act of presidential succession, the Secretary 
of State is next in line for the presidency when 
there is no Vice President. That is what Mr. 
Truman is thinking about as he considers Byrnes 
for Stettinius’ job. 
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Two Threats to Missouri Highways 

Obstructionists in the current session of the 
Missouri Legislature seem to be specializing in 
schemes for hamstringing this State’s splendid 
highway system, 

First there was the Quinn bill, now pending in 
a Senate committee, which would replace the 
present four-member Highway Commission with 
a 10-member body, chosen to represent sections 
of the State. This obviously would encourage 
sectional scrambles for highway favors, which 
Missouri so far has happily avoided. 

Now the House comes along with its contribu- 
tion by passing a bill for use of general revenue 
funds to help construct highways, something Mis- 
souri has not done since systematic road-build- 
ing began. The fund would be apportioned 
among the counties, another incentive to section- 
alism. It would be administered by the Highway 
Commission and a committee of five County 
Judges chosen by the Governor, which would 
put political influence into the present non- 
partisan system. 

These two attacks on non-partisan, integrated 
highway-building will have to be stopped, if they 
are stopped, in the Senate. They surely should 
be stopped if Missouri is to get the best possible 
return from postwar road construction. '

Only one of the states has 
even a record of what it lacks 
in the way of elementary physi- 
cal records. That is South Da- 
kota. The study was made by 
the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, in 
co-operation with the South Da- 
a Land Use Planning Com- 
mittee. 

Weather records are inade- 
quate. One of the most pro- 
nounced features of rainfall is 
its freakishness; heavy rain 
may fall on one community, 
and none at all two miles away. 
Weather observation stations 


“For the most part,” says the 
report on South Dakota, “pre- 
cipitation stations are too few 
and too widely separated, espe- 
cially in the Western part, to 
allow accurate determination of 
the localized character of pre- 
cipitation and the nature of its 
occurrence.” 


. * * 

Sometimes a tenth of the en- 
tire year’s rainfall will come in 
two hours, and it won’t rain 
again for 60 days. The in- 
tensity of rainfall is a primary 
consideration, yet only two of 
the weather stations in South 
Dakota measure intensity. 

The amount of stream-flow in 
the rivers that make up the 
Missouri River system is one of 
the most essential facts for the 
record. A very good idea, in 
planning to deal with the wa- 
ters of a river system, is to 
know how much water is to 
be dealt with, and when. 

In order for stream-flow rec- 
ords to be useful, they must be 
continuous for at least 20 years. 
Shorter records, or non-continu- 
ous ones, offer too much like- 
lihood of error. On the Mis- 
souri River itself, a record for 
less than 20 years would involve 
some whopping errors. 

In the last 45 years, there 
have been 54 stream-gauging 
stations in South Dakota, None 


were 19. Most of them had been 
established in 1938, but only 
four had continuous records 
Since then, Sixteen of them 
were at stations which did not 
permit comparisons with rec- 
ords prior to 1920. 

Out of all 54 stations, only 
one had been operated long 
enough, and in the same place, 
for the record to be of any 
value. No one knows how much 
water flows in the streams of 
South Dakota.

It is important, for the pur- 
pose of planning, not only to 
know the amount of the water 
that is being dealt with, but 
also the amount which private 
individuals claim a right, to 
and are using. 

Under one type of water 
right, the owner isn’t required 
to say for the record how 
much water he is using. An- 
other type of water right re- 
quires the information and pro- 
vides for rights not used to be 
canceled — but cancellations 
haven’t been enforced, and no 
one knows 
water should be available for 
public use because of the laps- 
ing of private rights.

Harry Truman has got settled at the 
presidential desk. His reactions to the 
sudden great responsibility were splendid; 
the country’s reaction was splendid, too. 

Promptly Truman gave the needed re- 
assurances about policy to our allies and 
to our own people. Not only the substance 
but also the tone of his statements has 
been admirable. Everybody recognized and 
instinctively applauded his obviously genu- 
ine humility. Sympathy, in terms of 
pledges of support, came from practically 
every quarter. 

Much has been made of Truman’s prompt 
gestures toward the legislative department, 
beginning with quick conferences on Cap- 
itol Hill, not at the White House. This also 
was good, chiefly because it was natural, 
Truman was a Senator until a few months 
ago. His associationg have been there. 
Most of his friends, at the “national level,” 
are there. And, of course, some of his prob- 
lems will be there. 


Disadvantages and Advantages 


Things move fast in this period, however. 
Decisions have to be made daily. Some of 
them are bound to be decisions of great 
importance. Some of them will produce 
controversy. The period of sympathy and 
sentiment, during which people in or out 
of Congress are reluctant to object, is al- 
ready being washed away by the urgent 
pressure of events, 

As Truman moves rapidly into the new 
and more normal atmosphere of struggle, 
he will have some disadvantages but also 
some great advantages. 

Truman has not the great popular 
strength of Franklin Roosevelt, which was 
manifested in four elections. He has none 
of the Rooseveltian “glamour.” He lacks 
the intimate familiarity with many prob- 
lems that Roosevelt had acquired. This 
last disadvantage, incidentally, is not a 
permanent one. | 

His advantages are these: 

1. The emotional hostilities, domestically, 
toward Roosevelt do not apply to him. The 
12-year accumulation of grievances, ob- 
scured by the war but still there, will be 
much less serious for him. 

2. He has the confidence, generally 
speaking, of both conservatives and. lib- 
erals. Yet neither of these two sides thinks 
for a moment that it owns him—that it has 
only to call the tune and he will dange. 
This position, as of now, could not be bet- 
tered. 

3. His relations with Senators, and indeed 
with Congress as a whole, are warmly 
friendly. 


The President Must Lead 


These advantages are very real. 
will help steadily. 

But problems and differences and even 
heat will come. Harry Truman is not a 
Senator now; he is President. He is not

‘a member of the legislative now; he is head 


of the executive. And, while the times do 
call for concord and liaison between the 
executive and legislative branches, the 
times are utterly unpropitious for a con- 
cord that is bought by complete surrender 
of presidential prerogative to legislative 
prerogative. 

In calm and uncritical times there can 
be the “pendulum swing” in which now a 
President leads and now yin He clips

the wings of a President who is com- 
placent. The crises of today and tomorrow 
exclude that. The President in this period, 
whoever he be and however he comes to 
office, cannot be a weak President. or he 
will be a futile one. 


The President may well be friendly, con- 
ciliatory, even ingratiating. But he can- 
not escape being the President. He must 
lead, he cannot merely follow. 


If the President, under our constitutional 
system, does not lead in time of war, there 
is no focusing point for national unity. 
There is no place else for effective leader- 
ship to rest. 

This is the very essence of that “terrible 
responsibility” of which Truman was so 
conscious when it suddenly came to him, 


He Deserves Our Confidence 


Quiet and humble ag hig attitude shows 
him to be, Truman as Senator gave ample 
evidence of both integrity and courage. As 
chairman of the Senate Committee investi- 
gating War Production, he gave the real 
clew as to how he reacts to responsibility. 
That committee, led by him, did not duck. 
It was one of the best congressional com- 
mittees of major importance that has func- 
tioned in our times. 


So we look forward to national leader- 
ship by Harry Truman that is calm, un- 
impassioned, respectful to the legislative 
branch and to opposing points of view 
when they are honest and make any sense 
at all. But we look forward to leadership 
that leads, that is firm ag well as pleasant, 
that involves its share of frictions, that at 
times does not hesitate to be bold. 


The President in times like these, we 
should all try to remember, must some- 
times make decisions and take stands that 
he cannot fully explain to the people, That 
is bound to be so during war. We the peo- 
ple have a duty to exhibit a considerable 
and continuing degree of confidence, even 
when all the reasons behind a decision can- 
not at once be told. 


RADIO SHOULD REFORM ITSELF 


From the New Orleans Item, 

Says Chairman Porter of the Federal 
Communications Commission: “Somehow 
there must be a determination whether 
broadcasting is going to operate’as an ad- 
vertising and entertainment medium or will 
continue to perform in increasing measure 
its public-service functions.” 

He wants broadcasters themselves to an- 
swer critics who say, “The public functions 
of broadcasting are becoming submerged 
by commercialism.” They should by all 
means do so, and along the line indicated 
by Mr. Porter, we think, For this criticism 
has become very widespread and will be- 
come more so unless checked. 

The influential St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
has been campaigning strongly against in- 
appropriate distractions in radio news, dis- 
cussions of politics, economics, war, peace 
and anything, but misplaced plugs for soap, 
liver pills—and whatnot, The Post-Dispatch 
calls these “plug-uglies.” In view of their 
effect on most listeners, that is g very 
good name for them. 

A number of radio stations have already 
mended their practice in respect to them, 
We think all would’ be well advised if they 
did so. It is@lways better in such matters 
to reform ourselves than to leave reforma- 
tion to others with less consideration for us,

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New Book by Marshall Field 
Is Candid on Press Problems 


‘Freedom Is More Than a Word,” by Marshall Field. 

(University of Chicago Press, Chicago.) 

Marshal Field I, a Dreiserian titan of 
early Chicago, certainly never dreamed 
that the money he made from the pio- 
neer prosperity of the Midwest would some 
day be diverted by his grandson into one 
of the most interesting series of publishing 
ventures of our century. . 

Marshall Field III, aggressive liberal who 
has pitted the adless newspaper PM against 
the crowded New York morning field, and 
the Sun against Col. McCormick and his 
tower in Chicago, has written in this book 
a clean-cut account of his ideas about the 
future of free American journalism that 
will warm every progressive heart. 

* - * 


Both his newspaper enterprises have be- 
come well established and now Field is 
branching into the book field. PM, after 
five years, looks back on a few close calls, 
but has definitely caught on—a phenomenon 
of America, The Chicago Sun, hampered by 
the corner on the AP morning franchise 
held by its deeply-entrenched competitor, 
and by newsprint restrictions that will limit 
its circulation until after the war, has dug 
stubborn roots into “Tribuneland,” as the 
good Colonel is wont to call it. 

Crisp discussions in Field’s book take up 
such matters as the dangerous trend 
toward newspaper monopoly in medium- 
sized cities (from 353 one-newspaper towns 
in 1899 to 1100 in 1942); advertiser influence 
on editorial policies—once deplored, now 
ignored, by Hearst and McCormick; news 
service monopoly, and other pertinent facets 
of contemporary American journalism. 

Field reminds ug of earlier experiments 
in no-advertising journalism, all under the 
genius of the late E. W. Scripps. Most suc- 
cessful was the Chicago Daybook, a World 
War I casualty that did mighty well, and 
employed Carl Sandburg for $25 a week 
most of its journalistic life. Scripps tried 
others in Philadelphia and San Francisco, 


Field rehearses the fact that five of our 
greatest Presidents (Jefferson, Jackson, 
Lincoln, Wilson and Roosevelt) had to win 
over the opposition of the greater part of 
the press. Our undistinguished chief execu- 
tives, he notes, always rode in on majority 
press approval. 

Field's ideas are not visionary, but prac- 
tical. He raises many old questions well 
known in the clan itself. Considered with 
the new questions it brings up, hig book 
is one of the beast these tired eyes have 
seen since Lincoln Steffens remembered his 
life in the newspaper world.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


HERE are, I believe, good reasons for thinking that the best 
charter which can be written at San Francisco would be strictly 
a constitution or fundamental law. 


So it would contain nothing 


which is not essential in order to establish the international organ- 


ization. The charter would make 


about or to determine matters that the 
itself could much better deal with. 


What is vitally important is to 
bring into being at the earliest 
possible moment an international 
organization which shall have as 
its declared purpose the main- 


tenance of just and _ equitable 
peace among the United Nations. 
Creation of this framework is the 
fundamental pact of the union: it 
will bind the nations to meet reg- 
ularly in order to reach agree- 
ments to carry out the purposes 
of the organization. 

Once we have this basic pact, 
we shall have the essential char- 
ter. Whether anything else should 
be put into. the charter is really 
B practical judgment—namely, 
this one: whether this conference 
in San Francisco is better fitted 
to decide any particular question 
than will be future meetings of 
the Assembly and the Council.

For a Short Document. 


The document that comes out 
of San Francisco should be very

All the rest, the mechanisms, 
the procedures, the methods, the 
implementation, al] substantive 
programs for welfare, should be 
developed by the organization it- 
self through statutes and resolu- 
tions, and by its members through 
general and specia] conventions, 
pacts, protocols and treaties de- 
signed to serve the declared pur- 
pose or to be consistent with it. 

By adhering to this broad prin- 
ciple—which is to differentiate be- 
tween a constitution and a body 
of laws—we can create a living or- 
ganism that will itself grow and 
develop. But if we make a me- 
chanical system of rigid, pre-con- 
ceived rules which attempt to 
foresee and foreclose the future, 
we shall surely regret it.

ITLER’S doctrine that the bigger the lie, the bigger the chance 
that it will be believed seems to work in reverse when it comes 


to atrocities. 


The news out of Germany is so appalling that it is hard for the 


normal human mind to take it 


in this country who put down to 
“propaganda” the latest reports of 
murder factories. They say that 
it is in preparation for the Sev- 
enth War Loan drive. 

For this reason, it was a wise 
move by the War Department to 
take a group of Congressmen and 
m group of editors to Germany to 
gee at first-hand the revolting evi- 
dence of the crimes committed by 
the SS and the Gestapo. Their 
reaction to these horrors will con- 
Vince the most skeptical that no 
exaggeration is possible when it 
©omes to frightfulness perpetrated 
by the Germans. 

Almost as distressing as the 
atrocity reports is the news that 
60 little has been done to aid those 
who managed to survive the con- 
centration camps and the torture 
pens. These “displaced persons,” 
of every nationality, many of them 
close to starvation, are roving the 
countryside in the midst of in- 
creasing chaos and anarchy, 


Report From the Scene. 


Wes Gallagher of the Associated 
Press, in a remarkable dispatch 
from Germany, said recently: 

“Much difficulty has been ex- 
perienced because of the lack of 
sufficient machinery to deal effec- 
tively with the millions of re- 
leased slave laborers and prison- 
ers of war. There is widespread 
looting not only by the slave 
laborers, but also by Germans try- 
ing to get their hands on extra 
food and clothing for the dark 
days ahead. 

“The aim has been to try to 
keep these millions in camps until 
they can be dealt with properly. 
But there is not enough food to 
feed them. So they forage—and 
wander up and down the high- 
ways.”

WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP). 
—Another shoe stamp will become 
valid Aug. 1 after a lapse of nine 


months. 

In the meantime, Airplane 
Stamps 1, 2 and 3 will continue 
valid indefinitely. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion said its announcement now 
of the validation date for another 
stamp was made to enable con- 
sumers to budget their remaining 
stamps and to permit the shoe 
trade to make merchandising 
plans, 

This is the first time since ra- 
tioning began that a shoe stamp 
has not been validated each six 
months. The two-pair-a-year basis 
was abandoned because of heavy 
military demands and sharp in- 
roads on retail stocks. 

The number of*the new stamp 
was not announced. 

A few processed foods will cost 
fewer blue points beginning Sun 
day. Reductions will apply to 
canned snap beans, tomato catsup, 
chili sauce and apricots, but grape 
juice will cost more points. 

In addition, the point value of 
tomato juice and vegetable juice 
combinaticus will be lowered for 
the 24-ounce can only. 

A No. 2% can of apricots will 
cost 30 points, a reduction of 10; 
two No. 2 cans of snap beans 10 
points, instead of 10 points each, 
but a single can will continue to 
require a 10-point coupon, 

A 14-ounce bottle of catsup or 
chili sauce will cost 20 points, 
down 10; a 24-ounce can of to- 
mato juice or vegetable juice 
combination, 10 points, down 10. 

The only point increase is for 
grape juice. A pint bottle will 
require 30 points, up 10; a quart, 
50 points, up 20.

Qanization to maintain peace with 
justice in a free world of free 
men. 

I believe that it was a wise, in- 
deed a necessary, decision to limit 
the work of this conference to 
that great task. 

It was a wise Gecision because 
writing the constitution of a 
world organization to maintain 
peace in the future is a task 
wholly separate from the punish- 
ment of the international gang- 
asters who started this war. 

It was a necessary decision be- 
cause establishment of the world 
organization must be kept above 
and apart from the peace settle- 
ments if the organization is to be 
able to deal freely and justly with 
future threats to the peace that 
may arise from any cause, includ- 
ing these settlements. 


Other Issues Postponed. 


Preparation of the charter of 
the world organization should not, 
therefore, be entangled with the 
many and complex political and 
economic issues involved in the de- 
feat of Germany and Japan. And 
the imminent collapse of organ- 
ized German resistance makes it 
all the more important that the 
world organization be established 
at the earliest possible moment. 

To deal with these other is- 
sues, there will have to be many 
other conferences, and many 
other decisions, both national 
and international, We have no 
time to lose. 

Success at this conference will 
not of itself assure enduring 
peace. The whole structure will 
take years to build. But without 
agreement on a charter of the 
world organization, the structure 
of peace cannot be built at all. 

A house cannot be built without 
@ plan or without a foundation. 
Here at San Francisco the United 


Nations must draw the plan and 
lay the foundation. 


Purpose of Conference. 


Upon this foundation and in ac- 
eordance with this plan the frame- 
work of the structure will be 
erected when the United Nations 
have ratified the charter by their 
respective constitutional processes 
and brought the world organiza- 
tion into being. It is only around 
this framework that we can com- 
plete the structure of peace with 
all the other agreements on po- 
litical, economic and social prob- 
lems which we must reach to- 
gether. 

At this conference we have 
therefore undertaken a responsi- 
bility on which all else depends. 
We have undertaken to draw up 
the charter of an international 
organization strong enough to pre- 
vent war and flexible enough to 
allow for peaceful development 
and change. 

The outlines of such a charter 
mre contained in the proposals 
formulated at Dumbarton Oaks 
last fall by the representatives of 
the Republic of China, the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics, the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States of America. 

These proposals were formulated 
after years of preliminary study. 
They represent in their essentials 


of thought among the four spon- 
soring nations. They are being 
presented to this conference as 
affording the basis of the charter 
of an international organization. 


Chance for Amendment. 
The proposals were submitted 


months ago to the most searching | 


examination by the governments. 
and peoples of all the United Na- 
tions. Since then many construc- 
tive suggestions have been made. 
toward their improvement. Some 
of these suggestions—and others 
which may emerge from our dis- 
cussions here—will undoubtedly 
be reflected in the final draft of 
the charter. And the charter itself 
should be open to whatever later 
amendment experience may dic- 
tate as wise. 

We must always bear in mind, 
however, that there are at least 
two conditions essential to the 
establishment of a world organ- 
ization which can successfully 
maintain peace. 

One of these conditions is that 
these peace-loving nations which 
have the military and industrial 
strength required to prevent or 
suppress aggression must agree 
and act together against aggres- 
sion. If they do not agree and 
act together, aggression cannot 
be prevented or suppressed with- 
out a major war. This fact has 
certainly been spelled out by our 
experience in this ‘war. 


Position of Major Nations. 


That is why the first step tow- 
ard establishment of the world 
organization was to prepare pro-| 
posals on which the nations spon- | 
soring this Conference 
agree. That is why, in the struc- 
ture and powers of the Security 
Council of the world organization 
proposed in the Dumbarton Oaks 
plan, provision was made for this 
essential agreement and unity of 
action by the major nations. 
Without this, we chnnot hope to 
build a world organization which 
will provide security to all 
tions, large and small. Without 
this we cannot hope to develop. 
enduring institutions in which all | 
free nations May participate on a 
basis of sovereign equality and in 


which justice and respect for law | 
will apply to the powerful as well 


as to the weak. 


“Mind and Conscience.” 


The second essential condition 
of success in‘our endeavor is the 
voluntary co-operation of all 
peaceful nations, large and small, 
acting with full respect for the 
equal sovereignty of each, to pro- 
mote justice among nations, to 
foster respect for basic human 
rights and to solve those common 
problems upon which the security 
and the economic and social ad- 
vancement of their peoples s0 
largely depend. There can be no 
end to the tyranny of fear and 
want unless the proposed world 
organization commands the al- 
legiance of both the mind and the 
conscience of mankind. 

The International Court, the 
Assembly, and the Economic 


and Social Council and its re- 
lated agencies are the institu- 
tions proposed at Dumbarton 
Oaks which would have the ma- 
jor responsibility in these fields. 
They are of the utmost impor- 
tance. Widespread economic in- 
security and poverty, ignorance 
and oppression, breed conflict 
and give aggressors their 
chance. Measures for security 
against aggression, no matter 
how effectively contrived, will 
not alone provide the assurance 
of lasting peace. We have also 
to work effectively in close co- 
operation together toward rising 
standards of living and greater 
freedom, and opportunity for all 
peoples, of every race and creed 
and color. 


In the preparations for this 
conference we have sought from 
the beginning to build with vision 
and with justice, but to build al- 
ways upon the realities and upon 
hard-won experience. 


To build upon a millenial -ideal- 
ism, however fine in theory, would 
be to build upon quicksand. To 
build only on the collaboration 
and interests of the major nations 
would be to deny the community 
of interests of all nations. 


* We have sought instead to as- 
sure that the strength of the ma- 
jor nations will be used both just- 
ly and effectively for the common 
welfare—under the law of a world 
Gharter in which all peaceful na- 
tions are joined together. 


Weakness of Neutrality. 


We began by seeking common 
understanding among the spon- 
soring nations on basic objectives 
and on the essential machinery 
for action. There are the nations 
which have united their strength 
against the aggressors so success- 
fully in this war. We proceed now 
by seeking agreement among all 
the nations, large and small, which 
have been united against the com- 
mon enemy, 


This is a conference of united 
nations, the natiens that loved 
peace and freedom enough to 
fight for them. The internation- 
al organization we seek to build 
is one that is based upon this 
inescapable fact of our time— 
that peate and security will be 
the right of these nations which 
are willing to share in the re- 
sponsibility for keeping them. 
Tyranny and barbarism have 
never recognized neutrality. 
They never will. We do not 
intend to build a world organi- 
zation that will ovgerlook this 
cardinal fact. We do propose 
that, after it is established, the 
organization will be open to 
membership of all other nations 
which have demonstrated their 
willingness and ability to fulfill 
their obligations under the char- 
ter. 

I have reviewed briefly the 
preparations for this conference 
and our thinking on some of the 
major problems that we must meet 
here. 

We cannot expect at this con- 
ference to produce a charter which 
will answer all the questions or 
resolve all the problems. No char- 
ter, no constitution, no basic doc- 
ument was ever drafted that was 


the highest common denominator | ™°t open to improvement, 


We Americans have a convinc- 
ing proof of that in our own his- 
tory. Our Constitution, under 
which this republic has grown and 
prospered for 150 years, was by 
no means satisfactory to all the 
citizens when it issued from the 
Constitutional Convention of Phil- 


| 1789. 
hey gehen it wag written the first 


adelphia in 1787—or even satisfac- 
tory to all the delegates to that 
convention. It lacked many pro- 
visions which numerous Ameri- 
cans of that day believed to be 
essential. Yet it was adopted by 
the requisite number of states in 
Only four years after the 


10 amendments went into effect, 
and 11 other amendments have 
been made sfnce then. 


Perfection Not Possible. 


What was true of the 13 states 
which joined to form the United 
States, is true also of the nations 
which have met in this confer- 
ence to consider the proposed or- 
ganization of the world for securi- 
ty and peace. Let us construct the 
charter of the world organization 
as soundly as we can. But let us 
not sacrifice approval to perfec- 
tion. 

Let us act now in the sure 
knowledge that our work can be 
improved upon with time, but 

that if we, fail to act, we are 
likely to lose altogether the op- 

poltunity which has been given 
ms to prevent another world war. 


Fellow delegates, as we enter 
upon our great task, we cannot 


could | 


na- | 


forget the millions of men of our 
'armed forces who have given their 
lives to this cause, nor the other 
‘millions of men, wolnen and chil- 
dren who have suffered the cruel 
agonies of starvation, torture and 
death. We cannot forget the un- 
told destruction that has been 
wrought. Nor can we forget how 
close our whole civilization has 
come to utter ruin. 

| It is our supreme responsibility, 
at this conference and afterwards, 
'to see to it that this calamity 
never again falls upon the world. 
| Vision we must have to see 
clearly that without peace and 
security for all nations, there will 
|be no peace and security for any 
/one of us. 


Courage we must have to carry 
us through trying delays and tem- 
porary misunderstandings and 
lesser differences to the fulfill- 
ment of our common purpose. 

Faith we must have in the 
ability of mankind to make peace 
with the same resolute devotion 
that the United Nations peoples 
have given to fighting this war. 

That vision, that courage, that 
faith, inspired the great American 
leader whose life was given to the 
cause for which we have here met 
—Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 

It is only with such vision, cour- 
age and faith — expressed in a 
thousand different ways—that the 
United Nations have been able to 
travel so far along the hard road 
to final victory. It is only with 
this vision, courage and faith that 
we shall make peace secure for 
ourselves—and for succeeding gen- 
| erations,

JAP PILOTS RIDE 
ROCKETS IN SUICIDE 
ATTACKS ON SHIPS 


GUAM, April 27 (AP).—Airplane- 
launched rocket bombs piloted by 
Suicidal Japanese are being used 
in the battle for Okinawa, Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz announced to- 
day. 

Already the erratic, onaiha 
loaded craft have been labeled 
“baka bombs,” a Japanese word 
meaning “fool.” 

The missiles are launched from 
the underside of bombing plane 
fuselages, they have a wingspan of 
about 16 feet, are more than 19 
feet long, and have an eight-foot 
tailplane. They resemble tiny, 
Single-seated airplanes. Pilots sit 
under a teardrop canopy. A war- 
head of explosives is carried in 
the nose. 

While the baka bombs. attain 
high speeds they are difficult to 
maneuver, and ships dodge them 
by evasive action. 

Nimitz said a full study of their 
effectiveness has not been possi- 
ble since the Japanese thus far 
have used them in limited num- 
bers. 

Correspondent Vern Haugland 
reported from Okinawa the Jap- 
anese first used baka bombs April 
12 in an all-out attack against 
American shipping which cost 
them hundreds of airplanes. 

“They (the baka bombs) attain 
high speeds,” he said, “but the 
boys who fly them don’t get a 
chance to practice and so there 
are lots of misses.” 

James Strebig, Associated Press 
aviation editor, discussing the va- 
ried uncomplimentary meanings 
of “baka” and its combinations, 
noted that “bakawarai means a 
horse laugh. That is just what of- 
ficials are giving the Japanese 
bomb.”

On the evening of their arrival 
I was speaking to a number of 
the men of the motives which had 
made them volunteer for this ad- 
venture. 

Of the group one man remained 
silent. 

At last I turned to him and 
said, “And what made you come 
here?” 

He replied, “I guess there is a 
job of work to be done.” 

In the last six terrible years un- 
numbered men have died to give 
humanity another chance, 

We, too, have a job of work to 
do if we are not to fail these 
men. 

Let us do it with courage, mod- 
esty and dispatch.

Roosevelt and His Family 


They Had Their

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
P naa a plug tooth—right on the 

front row. He didn’t like to 
wear it, and usually he didn’t un- 
less he was making a public ap- 
pearance or seeing someone im- 
portant. 


But he kept a few spares handy, 
ready to pop one into the gap— 
because Mrs. Roosevelt always 
was after him to “put in that 
tooth.” 


The President was the boss of 
the household. When he and Mrs. 
Roosevelt gave up their town 
house on East Sixty-fifth street in 
New York after his mother’s 
death, she talked it over with him 
before taking an apattment in 
Greenwich Village. 


These were his ideas: 


“Get it all on one level, in a 
building with an elevator. Be 
sure it has one suite that can be 
shut off from the rest.” 


Probably she would have thought 
of those things anyway, but be- 
fore she signed a lease she took 
a blueprint back to the White 
House for his approval. 


He wanted the separate suite so 
he could have some _ seclusion 
whenever he used the apartment. 
Actually he was in it only once. 
That was at the end of a day of 
riding in an open car through a 
drenching rain when he cam- 
paigned in New York last fall. 

There was a strong bond be- 
tween Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Their paths often diverged, but 
there was definite community of 
interest between them. No one 
was a more ardent “New Dealer” 
than Mrs. Roosevelt, and there is 
evidence that each had a very real 
respect for the ~~ of the 
other. 

He called her the “Missus, ” she 
called him “Franklin.” 

The Roosevelts were much like 
any other American family. Th 
had their traditions—never more 
than 21 candles on a  Dirthday 
cake, Mr. Roosevelt’s reading of 
Dickens’ Christmias Carol every 
Christmas eve. 

They had their troubles and 
tribulations. In numerous in- 
stances these were magnified be- 
cause of their position. Marriages 
and divorces of the children re-

attention. 

Mr. Roosevelt took a fatherly 
interest in all these affairs. Some- 
times he meted out a bit of stern 
advice, but he felt that his chil- 
dren ought to be free to lead their 
own lives. 

The boys, every one voluntarily 
in the uniform of his country, 
were criticised on grounds they 
were receiving two many favors.

When he returned to New York 
afterward, his principal statement 
to reporters was: 

“Right now my funds are a bit 
low. Will I be glad to see the 
old man!” 

Thus the President watched the 
boys through a series of escapades 
that might have happened in any 
family. 

He, too, tried to live as normal- 
ly as he could. He hated to wear 
vests, and almost never did. He 
didn't like to be crammed into a 
full dress suit or even a dinner 
jacket. He wags devoted to his 
little scottie, Fala, and spent 
hours putting him through his 
tricks, 

He liked the movies and often 
relaxed by poring over his stamp 
collection. At times he amused 
himself playing solitaire. 

Invariably he was behind sched- 
ule. He kept everyone with whom 
he had an appointment listening 
to his stories or ideas. That was 
because, most of all, he liked 
people.

Rugg entered Middle English as 
rug and took on the meaning “a 
piece of rough, heavy fabric.” This 
finally became the word rug in its 
modern meaning. 

Now when the loan word rugg 
entered Middle English it sprouted 
an adjective form, rugged, which 
meant, “shaggy; rough-hided.” 
Then by extension, the word 
rugged developed thus through 
the centuries( now watch it grow 
into the servicemen’s word): 

1. Having a rough or irregular 
surface, 2. Corrugated, as with 
furrows and ridges. 3. Rough and 
difficult to surmount, as a rocky 
path, or mountainous trail. 4. Ex- 
hausting and punishing with hard- 
ships. 5. Fierce, violent, tempes- 
tuous, as “The battle of Tarawa 
was pretty rugged.” 

It’s hard to believe, but English 
ig like that. 

But heré is another word origin 
that is equally strange: The word 
dilapidated literally means “to 
throw stones about.” The Latin 
root is lapis, “stone,” from which 
comes the word lapido, “to throw 
stones.” Adding the prefix di-, 
“away from,” forms dilapidare, 
which becomes the English dilapi- 
date, “to scatter stones.” 

Therefore, if we wanted to split 
hairs, we could insist that only a 
stone building, reduced to rubble, 
can propertly be said to be dilapi- 
dated.

REAKFAST: Stewed apricots; 
B poached eggs on whole wheat 
toast; frizzled ham slices. 


LUNCHEON: Parsley buttered 
carrots; buttered fresh asparagus, 
lemon rice croquettes; raspberry 
gelatine dessert. 


Lemon Rice Croquettes. 


Eatly spring asparagus is 
enough of an event to deserve 
glorification by a specially de- 
signed accompaniment such as 
thesé lemon rice croquettes with 
their bright jelly garnish. If you 
still go in for the luxury of deep 
fat frying, they are most delicious 
of all with the crisp golden jacket 
which frying develops, but they 
may also be baked in a hot oven 
(450 degrees F.) for 15 to 20 min- 
utes, if they are first drizzled with 
a little oil or melted butter. Melt 
two tablespoons shortening, blend 
in two tablespoons flour, add one- 
half cup milk and cook over di- 
rect heat, stirring constantly, un- 
til sauce Leils and thickens. Pour 
over two egg yoiks, beaten. and 
stir well; return to saucepan and 
cook two minutes longer with con- 
tinued stirring. Remove from heat 
and stir in two cups boiled rice, 
one teaspoon salt, one-eighth tea- 
spoon nutmeg, one-half teaspoon 
lemon rind and one teaspoon lem- 
on rind and one teaspoon lemon 
juice. Spread mixture on platter 
to cool; then shape into small 
round nests with a depression for 
jelly in each. Dip into slightly 
beaten egg white, then into fine 
dry breadcrumbs. Fry in deep fat 
heated to 375 degrees until golden 
brown; or bake at 450 degrees for 
15 to 20 minutes or until browned, 
first brushing or drizzling with a 
little salad oil. Serve piping hot 
with red jelly. Makes eight to 10 
croquettes. 

DINNER: Veal a la_ king; 
mashed potatoes; Mexican style 
corn, stuffed peach salad; bread; 
ice cream, cookies. 

Veal a la King. 

If you are one of those who have 
turned a vacant garage into a 
henhouse—or if you raise your 
own chickens under somewhat 
more orthodox conditions—you 
may want to substitute unrationed 
chickenzfor rationed veal in this 
a la king. But veal manages to 
taste quite a bit like chicken when 
cooked until very tender. Wipe 
three-fourths pound boneless veal 
with damp cloth; place in sauce- 
pan, add three-fourths teaspoon 
salt and barely cover with boiling 
water. Cover kettle and simmer 
gently from one to one and one- 
half hgurs, or until meat is tender. 
Drain, saving broth. Cut meat in 
one-half inch dice. Saute one cup 
diced celery and two tablespoons 
chopped green pepper in three ta- 
blespoons margarine for five min- 
utes, until just soft; then stir in 
four tablespoons flour until 
smooth. Measure veal stock, add- 
ing water if necessary to make 
one cup. Add with one and one- 
fourth cups evaporated milk to 
flour mixture, Cook over moder- 
ate heat, stir constantly until 
sauce boils and thickens. Add 
veal, two diced hard-cooked eggs, 
one tablespoon chopped pimiento, 
and salt and pepper to suit taste. 
Reheat thoroughly and serve on 
toast or on mashed potatoes,

BLYTHEVILLE, Ark., April 27. 
HE afternoon before Jake 
T Privett’s furlough ended he 
went to see his friend, Jodie 
Nabers. “Jodie,” he said, “I’m 
leaving. tomorrow. Rachel will 
have enough money for what she 


‘needs, but I wish you'd kinda keep 


an eye on the family and see 
that they don’t want for anything. 
And if my boys need advice I wish 
you'd talk to them.” 

“Sure, Jake,” said Jodie, “T'll 
look after Rachel and the kids, 
Don't you worry.” 

Jake had tried to make it 
sound casual but he couldn’t keep 
it up. Tears came to his eyes.

When Jodie Nabers heard about 
it he remembered what Jake Priv- 
ett had said to him. He would do 
all that he could for the family. 
He wouldn’t let Jake down. The 
thing bothered him. He wanted to 
do something worth while. It 
worried him that Jake’s family 
didn’t have a home of their own. 
If they had a home maybe they 
could get along.

told him Jake Privett’s family 
would have a home. The people of 
Blytheville would give it to them.

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Contract 
Bridge

T is a sad commentary on hu- 

man nature—as so baldly re- 

vealed at the bridge table—that 
the player who is apt to be most 
enthusiastic in the bidding lacks 
the skill to back up his optimism 
in the play. Consider this all too 
wor case: 

orth, dealer. 
Neither side — 


The bidding:

1 diamond 3 hearts

West, void of his partner’s heart 
suit, led the spade ace and, when 
East encouraged with the 10, con- 
tinued with a second round. Dum- 
my ruffed — but that was just 
about the last correct play made 
by the declarer, and the outcome 
was a four-trick, 700-point pen- 
alty. 

Now let's consider that four club 
bid of South’s. (A revolting task, 
but as analysts we must be 
strong!) Perhaps the best and 
quickest way to dispose of it is to 
observe that if East had passed 
over one diamond, South would 
have had to stretch a bit to re- 
spond with even TWO clubs, in- 
stead of one no trump. That he 
should have had the unmitigated 
gall to enter the auction at the 
four level, with that anaemic five- 
card suit and with no substantial 
values outside, passes all under- 
standing. 

Then, of course, in the play, 
South managed to go down at 
least one more trick than he had 
to. After ruffing the second spade 
lead, he could have cashed the 
club ace and led a low diamond 
to the jack. West's best return, 
after taking the queen, would be 
a diamond. This would let South 
discard a spade while West was 
using up his trump trick,
